ury to be held until the end of the 
war for the Germans involved. 
In announcing today the forced re­ 
tirement of German interests in the 
industry, Mr. Palmer said even rough 
estimates of the enemy holdings can 
not be made until all the fur deal­ 
ers have reported balances due the 
Germans. 
“It may be stated, however,”, said 
the custodian, “that the negotiations 
just completed will root out forever 
the last German dollar invested in 
the fur business in this country, turn 
loose the American furrier from the 
control of the Leipzig cabal and es­ 
tablish a great new industry here in 
America. 
“Some of the larger firms which 
have already readjusted their hold­ 
ings under the agreement of the gov­ 
ernment are 
the 
Theoder, 
Torer 
Company, Gaudig & Blum and M. S. 
Elias, Jr., Inc., 
among 
the 
best 
known fur houses on this side of the 
Atlantic. Many others are in process 
of 
readjustment, 
including 
Otto 
Brier Company, Fuchs & Company, 
Inc., and Eisenbach Brothers. 
“Before the war the trade of Am­ 
erican furriers was practically noth­ 
ing but a collecting 
and 
shipping 
agency for the Germans. Almost ev­ 
ery pelt taken by American trappers 
had to go to Leipzig before it could 
be sold. Leipzig dressers and dyers 
were the best in the world. None 
could conpete with them. Although 
London was the world’s market, by 
reason of the pioneer work of the 
old Hudson Bay Company and far­ 
sighted English commission houses, 
three quarters of the fur shipped to 
London from American, Russia and 
even China went after the auctions, 
direct to Leipzig for dressing and 
dyeing. 
“At Leipzig each year after the fur 
was prepared and the German mer­ 
chants had fixed the price for that 
year, Americans were allowed to pur­ 
chase as much as three-fifths of the 
entire fur produced for manufacture 
into garments, although in so doing 
they were forced to pay the original 
cost, plus the expense of dressing 
and dyeing, plus a handsome profit 
for the Germans, plus a thirty per 
cent, duty before they go them back 
home. They were constantly either 
indebted to the Germans or complete­ 
ly under their domination.” * 
Mr. Palmer said American fur dye­ 
ing houses now are operating in New 
York and that in St. Louis the at­ 
tempt has been made successfully 
to dye seal skins, which previously 
had never been done outside of Leip­ 
zig and London. Fur auctions also 
have been undertaken successfully 
both in St. Louis and New York. 
“When the war is over,” Mr. Pal­ 
mer concluded, “Germany will again 
buy American furs, but these goods 
will be bought in the American mar­ 
ket this time, from American firms, 
and they will be American dressed 
and dyed, and prepared (or European 
consumption. The unnatural trade 
conditions which forced Americans 
to ship certain furs abroad, to buy 
them back to re-ship them to Amer­ 
ica will have disappeared, and Ger­ 
many will be the loser.”

IN THE ORIENT 


Washington, May 29.—West and 
East are meeting daily in the Orient, 
where 
American-built 
locomotives 
connect at Kalgan on the border of 
Mongolia with caravans from the far- 
interior of Asia. 
Steel rails have broken the arti­ 
ficial boundary of the Great Wall of 
China, which remains only a relic of 
the past, while long trains go puffing 
through a tunnel underneath, bear­ 
ing to the sea priceless furs, rugs, 
wool and turquoise, and to the inter­ 
ior the manufactured products of the 
Lmted States and other foreign na­ 
tions. 
The story of railroad development 
In the Orient and 
the possibilities 
open there to American enterprise 
fue 5* forth in a series of reports to 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce by Frank Rhea, formerly 
connected 
with 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the General 
Electric 
Company, 
who 
recently 
returned 
from a tour as special agent through 
China, Japan, the Philippines, New 
Zealand and Australia. 
In all China there are only 6,500 
miles of railroad, of which 3,800 
miles are Chinese government lines. 
Most of the railroad development has 
been in north and central China. All 
except one of the'government lines 
are American type, of the standard 
four feet, eight and one-half inch 
guage, and on the line to Kalgan. 
which pierces farther into the inter­ 
ior than any other, 60 of the 66 lo­ 
comotives are American-made. Giant 
Mallet compound engines, each with 
a tractive effort of $8,000 pounds, 
parallel the great wall 
to 
Ching- 
Lung-Chiao, then pass beneath it un­ 
til they meet the east-bound cara­ 
vans of camels, 
gaily 
caparisoned 
Mongol horses and the queer camel- 
drawn carts of Mongolia at Kalgan 
which is one of the strangest and 
greatest markets of the world. 
Japan has about 6,000 miles of 
railroad, which cost $90,00# a mile 
to build through the steep mountains 
Nippon. All of it is government own­ 
ed and organized on a military basis, 
like the German roads .each employe 
having distinct rank and being re­ 
sponsible to his superiors like a sol­ 
dier. Many electric lines are being 
built in Japan. Locomotives and elec­ 
trical equipment have been purchas­ 
ed from the 
United 
States, 
but 
freight and 
passenger 
cars 
have 
been bought largely in England or 
built at home, because the roads are 
of three feet, six inch 
guage. 
The 
Japanese government is considering 
widening the railroads to standard 
guage as a military measure, at a 
cost equal to the original construc­ 
tion. 
In 
the 
Philippines, 
American 
equipment has been used except on 
the Island of Luzon, where the rail­ 
roads were built by British capital. 
All the roads are* organized on the 
English system. In the hill country 
of the islands, where official society 
spends the hot season, American mot­ 
or busses are used. 
Australia and New Zealand have 
followed their mother 
country 
in 
building railroads. 
A peculiar fea­ 
ture of the Australian road is that 
in the total of 24,000 miles, there are 
three different guages and in only 
one instance do any two states have 
connecting lines of the same guage. 
A traveler from Brisbane to Perth 
must change cars eight times. 
The disadvantage of different track 
witdths in the Orient was strikingly 
illustrated when there wras talk of 
Japan 
undertaking 
operations 
against the Germans in Russia. In 
discussing plans it was brought out 
that the railroad from Port Arthur 
and Dairen, 
which 
the 
Japanese 
forces probably would use to reach 
Chang Chun, the connecting point 
with the trans-continental line, is 
five feet three inches wide. Trains 
cannot be transferred from one line 
to the other and in any operations 
there would be much loss of time in 
unloading and loading equipment. 
Great difficulty also was experi­ 
enced in adapting for American use 
locomotives manufactured 
in 
this 
country for shipment to the Russians 
at Vladivostok, but which were held 
here when peace was concluded with 
Germany. 
America’s best opportunities for 
the sale of railroad 
and electrica 
equipment in the Orient were fount 
by Mr. Rhea to be in China, which 
has less equipment per mile of rail­ 
road than any other nation in the 
world. The Chinese roads earn about 
$15,000 gold per mile, as much as 
the American roads, which they are 
enabled to do through greater effi­ 
ciency in 
handling 
their 
meagre 
amount of rolling stock. The cycle of 
use of freight cars is about six 
days, as compared with 15 days in 
America. Demurrage is fixed at $10 
for every 12 hours of daylight, so 
there is no delay in unloading. Japan 
in the future probably will be more 
of a competitor than a customer of 
the United States, owing to the tre­ 
mendous 
industrial 
expansion 
in 
progress there. Much of their raw 
material still will be purchased from 
the United States, but an even great­ 
er amount will be obtained in China, 
Korea and Manchuria, where Japa­ 
nese capital is developing rich coal 
and iron deposits. 
Abundant and 
cheap coolie labor is available. Ex­ 
tension of railroads in the Philip­ 
pines will be limited by the small 
size of the islands, compared with 
other countries. England probably 
will continue to supply her eastern 
colonies with the bulk of their rail­ 
road purchases.
